G. Dawes, farm er Director of the Na­ 
tional Budget, 
Friday made pubi c 
what he termed the ‘’submerged” bal­ 
ance sheet of the Postoffice Depart­ 
ment. It showed a deficit of $16,198,- 
000 for the first three months’ opera­ 
tion this year. 
The Chicago Tribune printed what 
it said was a reproduction of tile bal­ 
ance sheet, accompanied by a U tier 
from'J . C. Knapp, vice president of 
the Otis Elevator Company, who as­ 
sisted in making out the report. 
liabilities of the Postoffice Depart­ 
ment, according to the report, were 
$140,846,590 for the first three months 
of the year. 
Assets were $124,648,- 
590. 
Although the regular postal balance 
sheet had beer! approved by Will Hays, 
former Postmaster General, General 
Dawes said he had heard nothing of 
it, and declared the Government’s ac­ 
counting to be “a disgraceful and 
archaic system.” 
He said the disappearance of the 
balance sheet could not be dismissed 
as a “great fuss about nothing.”
